This is why I am assuming that my retirement was taken away 
from me. 

f fail to see the correlation between receiving social Security benefits and receiving 
Retirement for which I worked most of my life to receive. My retirement paid at over 

month, was taken away and only my Social Security remains at a little over 
$| | (Please see enclosed statement.) I have not been "double dipping" into the 
same fund for my benefits! My retirement was separate from my Social Security and I 
paid into both accounts separately for years. 

I would greatly appreciate anything that you can do to look into this situation. My 
problem is not unique in that many other retired American citizens are also suffering. 
Social security is not enough to call a living, and that is why I paid into, and expected my 
full retirement benefits.
